I have the hououi to submit the following Report on the prices in 
Ireland of Irish crops, live stock and other agricultural produce for 
the year ended 31st December, 1911, 

Tables are submitted with the Report showing the average prices 
(1) for each of the last twenty years; (2) for the periods from 1st 
January to 31st July, and from 1st August to 31st December, 1913 
and 1914 ; (3) for each month of 1913 and 1911 ; (4) for each week of 
1914 for certain commodities. An Appendix is also mcluded showing 
the prices realised for Irish, Foreign and Colonial Butters at the 
principal markets of the United Kingdom in each week of 1914. At 
the end of this publication will be found diagrams showing at a glance 
the variations in the average prices of Irish crops, live stock and other 
agricultural produce during the last twenty years, and the weekly 
variations in the prices of Hay, Butter and Eggs in 1913 and 1914. 

The movements of the prices of each product are traced in detail 
later in this Report, but it ls well to give at once a general idea of the 
state of prices in 1914, as compared with previous years for which 
official records are available.

This table allows tliat last year our farmers rooeived very satisfaotoiy 
prieea for their products, A comparative list of prices for each pro- 
duct, however, is not a reliable index of the position of the farmer — 
an increase of 9 per cent, in the price of Irish hay would only just about 
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compensate Irish farmers for a fall of 1 per cent, in the price of Irish 
pork. The results of the Census of Agricultural Production for the 
j’ears 1907-8 and 1912-1.3 now make it possible to give to the sale of 
each of the farmers’ products its due weight, and accordingly to arrive 
at general index numbers for Irish agricultural produce for each year. 
Taking the Irish farming community as a whole, it is roughly estimated 
that for every £1 worth of Grass Seeds sold by famiera, the value of 
Hay sold is £2 ; of Flax and Wool, £2 each ; of Barley, £3 ; of Oats, 
£i ; of Potatoes and Sheep, £7 each ; of Eggs, £9 ; of Butter, £1.5 ; of 
Pigs, £18, and of Cattle, £31 (Fat Cattle bringing £20 and other Cattle, 
£11). Sales of Store Cattle, &c., from one Irish farmer to another 
are not included in these figures. 

For purposes of comparison with England and Wales, for which 
index numbers of agricultm'al prices are avail- 
AVEEiroE LEVEL able, and in order to lessen the danger of 
OP AGRICULTURAL e.xceptioiial prices for a particular year having 
rwoBs, undue effect, the average price of each product 

for the three years 1906, 1907 and 1908 has been 
taken as a standard of comparison. Taking the average price of each 
product for these three years as 100, the following table shows the 
av'erage for each of the years from 1909 to 1911 inclusive. The figures 
in brackets after each product represent the “weight” attached to 
that product, i.e., these “ weights ” represent the comparative value of 
the total sales.

The general index numbers show that Irish farmers received in 1914 
£1U for the same quantity of produce as they got £113 for in 1913, 
£109 in 1912, £105 in 1911, £108 in 1910, £103 in 1909, and £100 in 
the period 1906 to 1908. The index number for 1914 might have 
been expected to have been higher than 114, as compared with 113 m 
1913, and tire chief reason why it was not higher was due. to the fall in 
the index number for pigs — a very heavily weighted item — from 128 
in 1913 to 120 in 1914.

The comparison with the general index juuuljeis for Eiiglaiid and 
"Wales shows that the interests of the Irish and English fanners are not 
ahvaj's the same : thus while the general price for Irish produce fell in 
ISIJ, the price for British produce rose. 

It must be home in mind that although the prices for agriciiltiual 
produce have increased considerably in recent 
AVEUAKE LEVEL years, the prices paid by farmers for feedhi" 

OF ALL I’ElOEa. stuffs. Seeds, manures, &c., have also greatly 

increased. .Although it i.s not possible at 
])rcsent to calculate the index nunihers for the farmers’ exjrenses, it 
is of interest to notice the fall in the purchasing power of gold or. in 
other words, the rise in the general range of prices, agricultural and 
other than agricultural, which has been taking place since, the year 
ISiK). Ill the index numbers of the. Board of Trade account is taken 
of the ]irice.s of forty -five principal commodities including Food Stuffs 
(Corn, Potatoes, Meat, Sugar, &c.), Coal and Metals, Textile Raw 
Materials and other commodities, Timber, Bricks, &c. Each of 
the commodities is “ weighted ” according to its importance ; the prices 
for each year multiplied by the weights are added together, and tlie 
result reduced to a percentage of the total (or the year ISOO. The 
following diagram has been constructed from the “ Index Numbers " 
adopted by the Board of Trade, and shows at a glance the change in 
the general range of prices of commodities, agricultural and other 
than agrieultural, during the twenty years 189J to 19M inclusive.

This table shows that goods that cost fl 8s. in 1896 could only be 
|iui:chased for £.5 17s. in 1911. These index inirabers refer to the 
United Kingdom as a whole. The corresponding numbers for Ireland 
are not available, but taken on the whole the general trend of prices 
ov'er the period was probably much the same for Ireland aa for the 
United Kingdom. 

The effect of the -vv’ar on the prices of Irish agricultural produce -will 
be seen in the special table compiled for this 
EFFECT OF THE WAR. purpose which appears on page 26. It is 
well to notice that in general prices were lowei- 
iii the first seven months of 1911 than in the corresponding period 
of 1913. The down-ward tendency was, of course, much more than 
counterbalanced by the effect of tire iucreased demand caused by the 
war conditions in the last five mouths of the year.

I. Crops. 

Prices of Sales by fanners of the Irish Wheat Crop harvested in 191.S 
were recorded up to March, 1911, the average 
ivHE.^T. price from 1st January, 1914, to the close of the 

sales being 7/5 per owt., as compared with 
7/()| in the corresponding period of 1913. The area sown was 37,000 
acres in 1914,. as compared W'ith 34,000 acres in 1913, and the total 
yield of the grain 758,000 cwts. in 1914, as compared with 094,000 cwds. 
in 1913. Sales of the new grain commenced in the second week of 
September, and the aA-erage price to the end of the year was 9/5 J per 
cwt., as against 7/5;5- for the corresponding period of 1913. The 
average price for the whole year was 8/8 j per cwt., as compared with 
7/5J in 1913. 

The area sown in Ireland with Oats was reduced from 1,049,000 
acres in 1913 to 1,029,000 in 1914, and the 
o.ATS. total yield of the grain from 18,887,000 cw'ts. 

in 19i.3 to 18,082,000 cwts. in 1914. The 
average price for the year 1914 was 7/l|- per cwt., as comp-ared witli 
(■</- for 1913, 

Comparing 1914 with 1913 the average price of White Oats was 
lower in January, February, March and April, 
WHITE OATS. higher in May, June and July, and consider- 
ably liiglier in each of the last five months. 
The average price for the first seven mouths was heloAV that for 
1913, being 8/7i per owt., as against 7/OJ m 1913. The average 
price, however, for the last five months of the year was 8/0|, 
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as aoainst 6/1 for the correspoudiug period of 1916, and the average 
for the whole year was 7/6, as against 6/5|. 

As regards TUack Oats, the average price for the fii'st seven months 
of 1914 was also lower than for the eorrespoud- 
BLACK OATS. lug period of 1913, heing 5/10-|- per cwt., as 
against (i/6-J-. The average for the last five 
mouths of the year 1914 was 6/lli, as against 5/5J-iii the corresponding 
period of 1913, and the average price for the whole j'ear was 6/9, as 
compared with -6/7 in 1913. 

Irish farmers, as a rule, dispose of their Barley before tire end of 
December. The average price realised last 
BARLEY. season was slightly lower than in the previous 

year, being 7/3J, as agaiust 7/4.J- per owt. in 
1913. Last year’s pnice, however, was only exceeded in two of the 
twenty -orre j^ears from 1892 to 1912 inclusive. 

The total yield of Irish Potatoes last year was 3,446,000 tons, as 
compared with 3,739,000 tons in 1913. The 
POTATOES. pnice. realised in each of the first six months of 

1914 was considerably lower tharr in the cories- 
ponding months of 1913. There was but a slight difference in the 
prices for July, for August, for September, and for October of each of 
the two years, but the prices in November and December last were 
considerably higher than in the same months of 1913. The average 
price for the first seven months was 3/5 for 1914, and 4/3j for 1913, 
the average for the last five months of 191,4 was 3/4, as against 3/lJ 
for the same period of 1913. The latter inerease was not sufficient 
to counterbalance the decrease in the first part of the year, with 
the result that the average price for the whole year was only 3/4^ per 
cwt., as compared with 3/9f in 1913. 

The annual value of the Hay crop of Ireland is very large, but the 
quantity sold is very small compared with 
hay. what is grown. The price realised in January , 

1914, was slightly higher than in January, 1913, 
but the average price for each of the succeeding months up to and in- 
cluding July was lower than for the corresponding month of 1913. The 
average price for August and for each month to the end of the year was 
considerably higher than in the corresponding month of 1913. The 
average price for the first seven months was 2/lOJ per cwt., as against 
3/1 for the first seven months of 1913, but the average for the last 
five months was 3/6 per owt., as compared with 2/9J for the corres- 
ponding period of 1913. The average for the whole of last year was 
3/.l-^, as against 2/lliin 1913. These prices refer to Hay of allldnds ; 
corresponding prices for Clover Hay and for Meadow Hay are shown 
in the tables. 

Sales of Irish Grass Seeds by farmers are recorded from August to 
February inclusive. The average prices for 
ciRASS .SEEOS. January and February of 1914 were much below^ 
those for the same two months in 1913, and iilso 
tlie average prices in August, September and October were much 
lower than in those months in 1913. The price in November last, 
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limvem-.. rose sliarply to 10/ti| pur cwt., as compared with 9/ (lJ- iu 
KU2, and in Deceniber to 13/6, as against S/t) in 1013. Tlie average 
for tlie whole of 1 fill was 8 '1 ll, as against 0,11 in 1913. 

The area under Flax in Ireland decreased from 59,000 acres in 1913 
to 19,000 acres in 1914, and the total yield 
Ft AX. of scutched fibre from 2,024,000 stones in 1913 

to 1,300,000 stones in 1911. Prices are 
recorded from September to February inclusive. The prices in January 
and February, 1911, were much below those for the same months of 
1913, the average for the two mouths being 0/'9 per stone in 1914, as 
against d/JJ in 1913. Prices in each of the last four months of 1914 
were very mucli higher than in 1913, the average for the period being 
11/6-^-in 1!)I4 ]ier stone, as against 6/7j m 1913. The average for 
the year 1914 was 9/3J per stone, as against 7/2|- in 1913. 


II. Live Stock and other Prodpcts. 

The prices of Fat Cattle were considerably lower in the first seven 
months of 1914 than in the corresponding 
FAT CATTLE. period of 1913, being in the Dublin market 
61/9 per ewt. (dead weight), as against 64/9. 
The price in April, 1914, in Dubhn was only 57/-, as against 68/3 in 
April, 1913. The prices for the last five months of the year were, 
however, more than sufficient to compensate for the lower prices in the 
previous seven months, being 64/9 per cwt. in 1914, as against 59/6 
for the last five months of 1913, with the result that the average for 
the whole year at Dublin worked out at 63/6 per cwt. for 1914, as 
against 62/5 in 1913. The increase was most marked in December, 
19M, when the price was 70/-, as against 60/G in December, 1913. 

The average prices for the year 1914 of Store Cattle &om six to 
twelve months, from one to two years old, of 
STOKE CATTLE, two to thieejyears old, and of three years old and 
ov er were higher than for 19 1 3 . The averages for 
the first seven months of 1914 were higher for Store Cattle six to twelve 
months old and for three year olds, but slightly lower for Cattle one to 
two years old than in the first seven months of 1913, and exactly the 
same as regards hvo year olds. Each of the five descriptions of Store 
Cattle realised higher prices in the last five months of 1914 than the 
same period of 1913. 

The average price per cwt. of Fat Sheep sold in the Dublin Market 
was considerably higher m each of the first 
F.AT SHEEP, three months of 1914 than in the corresponding 
months of 1913. Prices then fell considerably 
below the prices for 1913 for each of the four months April to July 
inclusive. In August, Sepitember, October and November prices 
were again liigher than in 1913, hut in December they were agam 
slightly less. Tire average price of Fat Sheep at Duhlin was 74/6 per 
cwt. (dead weight) for the first seven months of 1914, as against 73/6 
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ior the same x'eriod of 101:5, and IjO/fi for the last five months, as against 
1)4/9 for the same months of 191:5 ; the average price for the whole 
year 1914 worhed out at exactly the same as for 1913 — 70/S pei' cwt, 
dead weight. 

The average x)rices of Lamh.s in April and Maj of 1911 were lower 
than in April and May of 1913, in July and 
i.AMBS. August the prices were exactly the same in 

the two years, and in each of the other eight 
mouths the j>rices in 1914 were higher than in 1913. The average 
price for the first seven months was 29/3 for 1914, and 28/6 for 1913 ; 
and in the last five months .30/3 for 1914, as against 28/3 for 1913 ; 
the average for the whole year was 30/- for 1914, as compared with 
28/6 for 1913. 

The average price of Store Sheep, one to two years old, was lower in 
March, in June and in November of 1914, than 
STOKE SHEEP. in the corresponding months of 1913, but was 
higher in each of the other nine month.s. The 
average price of Store Sheep two years old and over was lower in 
March and in November of 1914 than in those months of 1913, but 
higher in each of the other ten months. The average price for the 
first seven months of 1914 was 38/- for Store Sheep, one to two years 
old, and 35/- for Store Sheep two years old and over, as against .37/0 
and 32/-, respectively, for the first seven months of 1913. The 
average price for the last five months of 1914 was 36/6 for Store Sheep 
one to two years old, and 38/9 for the two year olds and over, as against 
35/9 and .36/9, respectively, for the last five months of 1913. The 
averages for the year 1914 were — one to two year olds, S7/.3 ; two year 
olds and oyer, 38/0, as against 36/9 and 36/6, respectively, for 1913. 

The number of Pigs cured by the principal Irish Bacon Curers in 
1914 was 1,277,000, as compared with 1,181,000 
PORK. in 1913. The numbers exported alive decreased 

from 200,000 in 1913 to 148,000 in 1914. The 
average price per cwt. of Port which, in 1913, had reached 63/7 (the 
highest average recorded since these statistics were first compiled in 
' 1881) decreased to 59/9 in 1914. The average price per cwt. for the 
first seven months was 59/9, as against 64/6 for the corresponding 
period of 1913, the average for the last five inonths was also .59/9, as 
against 62/6 for the last five months of 1913. 

The average price in Ireland of all kinds of Irish Butter worked out 
at 108/6 per cwt. in 1914, as compared with 
BUTipsR. 103/- in 1913. For the first seven mouths of 

the year it averaged 102/6, as against 102/3 
for the same period of 1913, but for the last five months the average 
rose to 115/3, as compared with 104/- for the last five months of 1913. 
The price of Creamery Butter was lower in each of the four months 
March to June inclusive than in the corresponding months of 1913, 
but higher in each of the other eight months. The average for the 
first seven months was 107/-, as against 107/3 in 1913, and for the 
last five months 123/6, as against 114/- for the corresponding x>eriod 
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111 lUl-’l The Liverii^e priee tor Dei'cinlicr Wiir! U!-", JO per cwt., ns 
ii'iaiiisfc 1:27/1 in December, Hll:!.

Irish Eggs in Ireland fetched on an average 9/11 per 120 in 1914. as 
against O/oJ in 191-3 which was higher than any 
i'‘GGS. annual average previously recorded. The 

average price was higher in every month of 
191-t, with the exception of July, than in the corresponding month of 
of 1913, closing in December with an average of 18/9| per 120, as 
against lo/ti^ in December, 191.3. The average for the first seven 
months of the year ivas 8/91, as against 8/C for the .same period of 
1913, and 13/o|- for the last five months, as compared with 12/OJ for 
the same period of 1913. 

The average price of Irish Wool in Irish markets in 1914 also exceeded 
all records for previous years. It averaged 
WOOL. 1/05 per lb., as against ]/- in 1913. For the 

first seven months of the year the average rvas 
a point less than for the same period of 1913, being 1 /OJ, as again-st 
blit in the last five months the average rose to 1/1 as against 
-/111 per lb. in the same period of 191.3. 

In the tables of comparative ammal average prices ivhich follow this 
Report, figures for each of the last twenty years are given. Official 
records, however, go back to the year 1381, "and unofficial figures for 
earlier years will be found in the Department's Return of Prices for 
the year 190C-7, in which the main changes that took place in 
prices have been traced for the previous sixty years.
